Student  Union  at  Delhi  is  a  campus -wide  student  organization  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  introduce 
and  sponsor  activities,  programs  and  services  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  the  student  body  and  com¬ 
munity.  The  Student  Union  was  organized  in  the  Fall  of  1956,  and  is  a  member  of  Region  II  of  the 
Association  of  College  Unions. 

The  structure  of  the  Union  consists  of  a  Governing  Board,  which  is  made  up  of  two  faculty  members 
and  four  students,  and  various  Committee  Chairmen.  The  committees  are:  (1)  Activities  Committee,
